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Some nationalities escape biden's sweeping asylum ban because 
deportation flights are scarce

SaN DIeGo (aP) — The Border Patrol arrested Ger- 
ardo Henao 14 hours after President Joe Biden sus- 
pended asylum processing at the U.S. border with 
Mexico this week. But instead of being summarily 
deported, he was dropped off by agents the next 
day at a San Diego bus stop, where he caught a 
train to the airport for a flight to Newark, New Jer- 
sey. 
Henao, who said he left his jewelry business in 
Medellin, Colombia, because of constant extor- 
tion attempts, had one thing working in his favor: a 
scarcity of deportation flights to that country. Lack 
of resources, diplomatic limitations and logistical 
hurdles make it difficult for the Biden administration 
to impose its sweeping measure on a large scale. 
The policy, which took effect Wednesday, has an 
exception for "operational considerations," official 
language acknowledging the government lacks 
the money and authority to deport everyone sub- 
ject to the measure, especially people from coun- 
tries in South America, Asia, Africa and Europe who 
didn't start showing up at the border until recently. 
The Homeland Security Department said in a de- 
tailed document outlining the ban that "demo- 
graphics and nationalities encountered at the bor- 
der significantly impact" its ability to deport people.

Thousands of migrants have 
been deported under the 
ban so far, according to 
two senior Homeland Se- 
curity Department officials 
who briefed reporters Fri- 
day on condition that they 
not be named. There were 
17 deportation flights, in- 
cluding one to Uzbekistan. 
Those 
deported 
include 
people from Colombia, Ec- 
uador, El Salvador, Guate- 
mala, Peru and Mexico. 
Henao, 59, said a Bor- 
der Patrol agent told him 
about the ban after he was 
picked up Wednesday on 
a dirt road near a high-volt- 
age power line in the boul- 
der-strewn mountains east 
of San Diego. The agent 


processed release papers 
ordering him to appear in 
immigration court Oct. 23 
in New Jersey. He casually 
asked Henao why he fled 
Colombia but didn't pursue 
that line of questioning. 
"It was nothing," Henao said 
at a San Diego transit cent- 
er, where the Border Patrol 
dropped off four busloads 
of migrants in a four-hour 
span Thursday afternoon. 
"They took my photo, my 
fingerprints and that was it." 
Many migrants released 
that day were from China, 
India, Colombia and Ecua- 
dor. One group included 
men from Mauritania, Su- 
dan and Ethiopia. 
"Hello, if you are arriving 
right now, you have been 
released from immigration 


custody and you can go 
to the airport," a volunteer 
with a bullhorn told the mi- 
grants, directing them to a 
light-rail platform across the 
parking lot. "You can go for 


free if you don't have mon- 
ey for a taxi or an Uber." 
Under the measure, asylum 
is suspended when arrests 
for illegal crossings reach 
2,500 a day. It ends when 
they average below 1,500 
for a week straight. 
Border officials were told 
to give the highest priority 
to detaining migrants who 
can be easily deported, 
followed by "hard to re- 
move" nationalities requir- 
ing at least five days to is- 
sue travel documents and 
then "very hard to remove" 
nationalities whose govern- 
ments don't accept U.S. 
flights. 
The instructions are laid out 
in a memo to agents that 
was reported by the New 
York Post. The Associated 
Press confirmed its con- 
tents with a U.S. official who 
spoke on condition of ano- 
nymity because it has not 
been publicly released. 
Homeland 
Security 
has 
been clear about the hur- 
dles, said Theresa Cardinal 
Brown, senior adviser for im- 
migration and border poli- 
cy at the Bipartisan Policy 
Center, a Washington think 
tank. 
"There's a limitation to the 
resources that the govern- 
ment has for detention and 
removal of people, and 
in particular to countries 
that we have a hard time 
removing people to be- 
cause the (other) govern- 
ment is not cooperative," 
Brown said. "We can't de- 
tain them indefinitely." 
U.S. Immigration and Cus- 
toms 
and 
Enforcement 
did 679 deportation flights 
from January through May, 


nearly 60% of them to Gua- 
temala 
and 
Honduras, 
according to Witness at 
the Border, an advocacy 
group that analyzes flight 
data. There were 46 flights 
to Colombia, 42 to Ecuador 
and 12 to Peru, a relatively 
small 
amount 
consider- 
ing that tens of thousands 
enter illegally from those 
countries every month. 
There were only 10 depor- 
tation flights during that 
period to Africa, which 
has emerged as a major 
source of migration to the 
United States. There was 
just one to China, despite 
the arrests of nearly 13,000 
Chinese migrants. 
Mexico is the easiest coun- 
try for removals because it's 
only a matter of driving to 
the nearest border crossing, 
but Mexicans accounted 
for less than 3 of 10 border 
arrests in the government's 
last fiscal year, down from 
9 of 10 in 2010. Mexico also 
takes up to 30,000 people 
a month from Cuba, Haiti, 
Nicaragua and Venezuela, 
countries that have limited 
capacity or willingness to 
take people back. 
Some countries refuse to 
accept flights to avoid get- 
ting overwhelmed them- 
selves, Corey Price, then-di- 
rector of ICE enforcement 
and removal operations, 
said in an interview last 
year. 
"We don't drive the bus on 
this," said Price, who retired 
last month. "We don't de- 
cide unilaterally, 'OK, we're 
sending your citizen back 
to you.' No, that country still 
has to agree to take them 
back."q

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
first aid from an American- 
built pier arrived in Gaza on 
Saturday since storm dam- 
age required repairs to the 
project, the U.S. military 
said, relaunching an effort 
to bring supplies to Palestin- 
ians by sea that had been 
plagued with problems. 
The pier constructed by 
the U.S. military was op- 
erational for only about a 
week before it was blown 
apart in high winds and 
heavy seas on May 25. A 
damaged section was re- 
connected to the beach in 
Gaza on Friday after being 
repaired at an Israeli port. 
About 1.1 million pounds 
(492 metric tons) of human- 
itarian aid was delivered 
to Gaza through the pier 
on Saturday, U.S. Central 
Command said in a state- 
ment. It reiterated that no 
U.S. military personnel went 
ashore in Gaza. The U.S. 
Agency for International 
Development works with 
the U.N. World Food Pro- 
gram and their humani- 
tarian partners in Gaza to 
distribute food and other 
aid coming from the U.S.- 
operated pier. 
The deliveries came the 


same 
day 
that 
Israel 
mounted a heavy air and 
ground assault that res- 
cued four hostages, who 
had been taken by Hamas 
during the Oct. 7 attack 
that launched the war in 
Gaza. At least 210 Pales- 
tinians, including children, 
were killed, a Gaza health 
official said. 
Pushing back against social 
media claims, U.S. Central 
Command said in a tweet 
that neither the pier nor any 
of its equipment, personnel 
or other assets were used in 
the Israeli operation. It not- 
ed that Israel used an area 
south of the pier "to safely 
return hostages." 
"The temporary pier on the 
coast of Gaza was put in 
place for one purpose only, 
to help move additional, 
urgently needed lifesaving 
assistance into Gaza," the 
U.S. military said. 
USAID said in a separate 
statement that no humani- 
tarian workers were in- 
volved in the Israeli opera- 
tion. 
"Humanitarian aid workers 
in Gaza are operating in 
extremely difficult and inse- 
cure conditions and must 
be protected," the agency 
said by email. "Aid workers 
operate under the humani- 
tarian principles of human- 


ity, neutrality, impartiality 
and independence." 
The 
movement 
of 
aid 
through the pier brings 
back online one way to 
get desperately needed 
food 
and 
other 
emer- 
gency supplies to Palestin- 
ians trapped by the eight- 
month-old 
Israel-Hamas 
war. Israeli restrictions on 
land crossings, and fight- 
ing, have greatly limited 
the flow of food and other 
vital supplies into the terri- 
tory. 
The damage to the pier 
had been the latest stum- 
bling block for the project 
and the persistent struggle 
to get food to starving Pal- 
estinians. Three U.S. service 
members 
were 
injured, 
one critically, and four ves- 
sels were beached due to 
heavy seas. 
Early efforts to get aid from 
the pier into the Gaza Strip 
also were disrupted as 
crowds overran a convoy 
of trucks that aid agen- 
cies were using to trans- 
port the food, stripping the 
cargo from many of them 
before they could reach 
a U.N. warehouse. Offi- 
cials responded by altering 
the travel routes, and aid 
began reaching those in 
need. 
Vice Adm. Brad Cooper, 
deputy commander of U.S. 
Central Command, told re- 
porters on Friday that the 
lessons learned from that 
initial week of operations 
made him confident great- 
er amounts of aid could be 
delivered now. 
He said the goal was to get 
to 1 million pounds of food 
and other supplies moving 
through the pier into Gaza 
every two days. To date, 
about 3.5 million pounds of 
humanitarian aid has been 
delivered through the mari- 
time route, Central Com- 
mand said Saturday.q

Bill would rename NYC subway 
stop after Stonewall, a landmark 
in LGBTQ+ rights movement 


NEW YORK (AP) — A New York City subway station would 
be renamed to commemorate the Stonewall riots that 
galvanized the modern LGBTQ+ rights movement, un- 
der legislation approved by state lawmakers as they 
wrapped up their session this month. 
The state Legislature approved a bill Wednesday direct- 
ing the Metropolitan Transportation Authority to change 
the name of the Christopher Street-Sheridan Square 
subway station in Greenwich Village to the Christopher 
Street-Stonewall National Monument Station. 
"This change will memorialize the history of the modern 
LGBTQ civil rights movement and inspire NY to demand 
justice and equality for all," state Sen. Brad Hoylman-Sigal, 
a Manhattan Democrat who sponsored the proposal, 
wrote on the social platform X following the Senate's pas- 
sage of the measure. 
The bill now heads to Gov. Kathy Hochul for her approval. 
Her office didn't immediately respond to an email seek- 
ing comment Sunday. 
The Stonewall Inn was raided by police June 28, 1969, 
sparking a riot and several days of protests that marked 
a groundbreaking moment in the fight for LGBTQ+ rights 
in the country. 
At the time, showing same-sex affection or dressing in a 
way deemed gender-inappropriate could get people 
arrested and led to bars that served them losing liquor 
licenses. 
Today, Stonewall Inn is a National Historic Landmark, with 
patrons flocking to the site each June, when New York 
and many other cities hold LGBTQ+ pride celebrations. 
The Stonewall National Monument Visitor Center is also 
planned to open next door as the National Park Service's 
first such center focused on LGBTQ+ history.q 
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Florida authorities warn of shark dangers along Gulf Coast 
beaches after 3 people are attacked

Authorities are using boats to 
patrol the ocean and warn- 
ing swimmers about sharks 
this weekend along Florida's 
Gulf Coast, where a woman 
and two teenage girls were 
hurt in two separate shark 
attacks on Friday. 
The attacks off beaches in 
the Florida Panhandle led 
authorities to temporarily 
close several beaches to 
swimmers on Friday. Beaches 
were reopened Saturday, 
with flags warning of high 
hazards. 
"All I can say is that these 
incidents are very rare," 
said Demian Chapman, a 
scientist and director of the 
Center for Shark Research at 
the Mote Marine Laboratory 
and Aquarium in Sarasota, 
Florida. 
"It's even more rare to have 
two events in one day involv- 
ing three people," he told The 
Associated Press on Satur- 
day. "That's astronomically 
low odds of that happening." 
In Walton County, the sheriff's 
office, fire department and 
the state's wildlife agency 
were working together to 
patrol the water with boats 
and the shore with vehicles, 
the South Walton Fire District 
said in an update Saturday. 
Both of Friday's attacks hap- 


pened in Walton County. 
"Please swim carefully to- 
day, respect the Gulf, stay 
hydrated, and look out for 
your loved ones," the fire 
department said on social 
media. 
Red and purple flags were 
being used Saturday to warn 
swimmers of the dangers. 
"Purple Flags indicate the 
presence 
of 
dangerous 
marine life and single red 
flags indicate high hazard 
conditions," the Bay County 
Sheriff's Office said in a social 


media post on Saturday. 
Small fish are traveling in 
schools near the shore this 
time of year, which might 
have been a contributing 
factor in the attacks, the Bay 
County Sheriff's Office said. 
The first attack happened 
Friday afternoon when a 
woman was bitten by a shark 
near WaterSound Beach, 
the Walton County Sheriff's 
Office said. She had critical 
injuries on her midsection 
and arm, and part of her arm 
had to be amputated, South 


Walton Fire Chief Ryan Craw- 
ford said at a news briefing. 
She was flown to a trauma 
center. 
Less than two hours later, 
firefighters responded to an- 
other beach about 4 miles 
(6.4 kilometers) east of the 
first attack "following multiple 
reports of a teenager injured 
by a shark," the sheriff's of- 
fice said. 
Two teenage girls were in 
waist-deep water with a 
group of friends when they 
were attacked, the South 


Walton Fire District said. 
"When lifeguards and depu- 
ties arrived on scene, they 
found one of the females 
had significant injuries to the 
upper leg and one hand," fire 
officials said in an update. 
She was flown to a trauma 
center. The other teen had 
what officials described as 
minor injuries on one of her 
feet. 
The two teenagers are from 
Mountain Brook, Alabama, 
a suburb of Birmingham, 
Mountain Brook City Man- 
ager Sam Gaston told the 
news site Al.com. 
There's no way of knowing 
whether it was one shark or 
two separate ones involved 
in Friday's attacks, but there 
are more sharks in the Gulf 
of Mexico than in past years, 
Chapman said. 
"There's definitely been a re- 
covery of sharks in the Gulf 
after many years of overfish- 
ing," he said. "They're sort of 
out there again after being 
depleted quite a bit." 
The time of the attacks — in 
the middle of the afternoon 
— was also an anomaly, Wal- 
ton County Sheriff Michael 
Adkinson said. Sheriff's offi- 
cials often warn people to 
be aware of sharks early in 
the morning and at dusk, 
their typical feeding times, 
he noted.q

Trump to undergo probation interview 
Monday, a required step before his 
New York sentencing

Former President Donald 
Trump is scheduled to be 
interviewed by New York 
probation 
officials 
Mon- 
day, a required step before 
his July sentencing in his 


criminal hush money case, 
according to three people 
familiar with the plan. 
Trump will do the interview 
via a computer video con- 
ference from his residence 
at the Mar-a-Lago club in 
Palm Beach, Florida, the 


people told The Associated 
Press. They spoke on condi- 
tion of anonymity because 
they weren't authorized to 
disclose the plans publicly. 
One of Trump's lawyers, 
Todd Blanche, will be pres- 
ent for the interview. Peo- 
ple convicted of crimes in 
New York usually meet with 
probation officials without 
their lawyers, but the judge 
in Trump's case, Juan Mer- 
chan, said in a letter Fri- 
day that he would allow 
Blanche's presence. 
The usual purpose of a pre- 
sentencing probation inter- 
view is to prepare a report 
that will tell the judge more 


about the defendant, and 
potentially help determine 
the proper punishment for 
the crime. Such reports are 
typically prepared by a 
probation officer, a social 
worker or a psychologist 
working for the probation 
department who interviews 
the defendant and possi- 
bly that person's family and 
friends, as well as people 
affected by the crime. 
Presentence 
reports 
in- 
clude a defendant's per- 
sonal history, criminal re- 
cord and recommenda- 
tions for sentencing. It will 
also 
include 
information 
about employment and 


any obligations to help 
care for a family member. 
It is also a chance for a de- 
fendant to say why they 
think they deserve a lighter 
punishment. 
A jury convicted Trump of 
falsifying business records 
at his own company as part 
of a broader scheme to 
buy the silence of people 
who might have told em- 
barrassing stories about him 
during the 2016 presidential 
campaign. One $130,000 
payment went to a porn 
actor, Stormy Daniels, who 
claimed to have had a sex- 
ual encounter with Trump, 
which he denied.q

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Macron dissolves the French parliament and calls a snap election 
after defeat in EU vote 


SYLVIE CORBET PARIS (AP) — 
President Emmanuel Macron 
dissolved the lower house 
of France's parliament in 
a surprise announcement 
sending voters back to the 
polls in the coming weeks to 
choose lawmakers, after his 
party was handed a hum- 
bling defeat by the far-right 
in the European elections 
Sunday. 
The legislative elections will 
take place in two rounds on 
June 30 and July 7. 
The announcement came 
after the first projected re- 
sults from France put the 
far-right National Rally party 
well ahead in the European 
Union's parliamentary elec- 
tions, handing a chastening 
loss to Macron's pro-Europe- 
an centrists, according to 
French opinion poll institutes. 
Marine Le Pen's anti-immi- 
gration, nationalist party 
was estimated to get around 
31%-32% of the votes, a his- 
toric result more than double 
the share of Macron's Renais- 
sance party, which was pro- 
jected to reach around 15%. 
Macron himself wasn't a can- 
didate in the EU elections 
and his term as president 
still runs for three more years. 
He said the decision was "se- 
rious" but showed his "confi- 
dence in our democracy, in 
letting the sovereign people 
have their say." 


"In the next few days, I'll be 
saying what I think is the right 
direction for the nation. I've 
heard your message, your 
concerns, and I won't leave 
them unanswered," he said. 
In latest legislative elections 
in 2022, Macron's centrist par- 
ty won the most seats but lost 
its majority at the National 
Assembly, forcing lawmakers 
into political maneuvering to 
pass bills. 
With Sunday's decision, he 
is taking a big risk with a 
move that could backfire 


and increase the chances 
of Le Pen to eventually take 
power. 
A scenario in which an op- 
position party would eventu- 
ally win a parliament major- 
ity could lead to a fraught 
power-sharing 
situation 
called "cohabitation," with 
Macron to name a prime 
minister with different views. 
Le Pen, who head the Na- 
tional Rally group at the Na- 
tional Assembly, "welcomed" 
Macron's move. 
'We're ready for it," said Le 


Pen, who was the runner- 
up to Macron in the last 
two presidential elections. 
"We're ready to exercise 
power if the French people 
place their trust in us in these 
future legislative elections. 
We're ready to turn the coun- 
try around, ready to defend 
the interests of the French, 
ready to put an end to mass 
immigration, ready to make 
the purchasing power of the 
French a priority." 
The EU elections results were 
a hard blow for Macron, who 


has been advocating for Eu- 
rope-wide efforts to defend 
Ukraine and the need for the 
EU to boost its own defenses 
and industry. 
The National Rally's lead 
candidate for the EU elec- 
tions, Jordan Bardella, cam- 
paigned for limiting free 
movement of migrants by 
carrying out national border 
controls and dialing back EU 
climate rules. The party no 
longer wants to leave the 
EU and the euro, but aims 
to weaken it from within. 
"Tonight, our compatriots 
have expressed a desire for 
change," Bardella said. "Em- 
manuel Macron is tonight a 
weakened president." 
An official at Macron's office 
said the decision to dissolve 
the National Assembly was 
justified by the "historic score 
of the far-right" that could not 
be ignored and the current 
"parliamentarian disorder." 
"You're never wrong when 
you give the people a say," 
said the official, who spoke 
anonymously in line with the 
practice of Macron's office. 
EU elections' projections also 
show a resurgence of the So- 
cialist Party, with about 14% 
of the votes. The party cam- 
paigned on more ambitious 
climate policies and protec- 
tions for European businesses 
and workers, with about 14% 
of the votes.q

Centrist Benny Gantz, a member of 
Israel’s war Cabinet, resigns over 
frustration with Netanyahu

JERUSALEM (AP) — Benny 
Gantz, a centrist member 
of Israel's three-man war 
Cabinet, announced his 
resignation Sunday, accus- 
ing Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu of mismanag- 
ing the war effort and put- 
ting his own "political surviv- 
al" over the country's secu- 
rity needs. 
The move does not imme- 
diately pose a threat to Ne- 
tanyahu, who still controls a 
majority coalition in parlia- 
ment. But the Israeli leader 
becomes more heavily reli- 


ant on his far-right allies. 
Gantz said Netanyahu is 
"preventing 
true 
victory" 
and "making empty prom- 
ises," adding that the coun- 
try needs to take a differ- 
ent direction as he expects 
the fighting to continue for 
years to come. 
The popular former military 
chief joined Netanyahu's 
government 
shortly 
af- 
ter the Hamas attack in a 
show of unity. His presence 
also boosted Israel's cred- 
ibility with its international 
partners. Gantz has good 
working relations with U.S. 
officials. 


Gantz had previously said 
he would leave the govern- 
ment by June 8 if Netanya- 
hu did not formulate a new 
plan for postwar Gaza. 
He scrapped a planned 
news conference Saturday 
night after four Israelihos- 
tages were dramatically 
rescued from Gaza earlier 
in the day in Israel's largest 
such operation since the 
eight-month war began. 
At least 274 Palestinians, 
including 
children, 
were 
killed in the assault, Gaza 
health officials said. 
Gantz called for Israel to 
hold elections in the fall, 


and encouraged the third 
member of the war Cabi- 
net, Defense Minister Yoav 
Gallant, to "do the right 
thing" and resign from the 
government as well. Gal- 


lant has previously said he 
would resign if Israel chose 
to reoccupy Gaza, and en- 
couraged the government 
to make plans for a Pales- 
tinian administration.q

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Newly chosen Haitian prime minister discharged from a hospital 
after spending a night in treatment 


PORT AU PRINCE, Haiti (AP) 
— Haiti's newly selected 
Prime Minister Garry Conille 
was discharged from a hos- 
pital Sunday after spending 
a night in treatment for an 
undisclosed condition. 
In a video published on You- 
Tube, Conille said he felt well 
and was "ready" to continue 
to help steer the country out 
of its current security crisis by 
forming a government that 
will also prioritize issues like 
health care. 
In his video, Conille said: 
"The whole time I was at 
the hospital, I was thinking 
of something: People that 
need to go to the general 
hospital can't get there (due 
to widespread violence). 
People who need health 
care can't afford it." 
Conille arrived in Haiti on 
June 1 after a transitional 
council selected him as the 
nation's new prime minister. 
He had been working out- 
side the country as UNICEF's 
regional director for Latin 
America and the Carib- 
bean. 
The new prime minister has 
an arduous task ahead of 
him, having to quell ram- 


pant gang violence while 
helping lift Haiti out of deep 
poverty, with inflation reach- 
ing a record 29%, according 
to the latest data available. 
In recent years, gangs that 
control at least 80% of Port- 


au-Prince 
have 
forced 
more than 360,000 people 
from their homes, and they 
control key routes from the 
capital to Haiti's northern 
and southern regions, often 
paralyzing the transporta- 


tion of critical goods. 
Conille's predecessor, Ariel 
Henry, was forced to resign 
in April, following coordi- 
nated attacks by gangs that 
seized police stations, raid- 
ed prisons and fired on the 


nation's main international 
airport while Henry was on 
an official trip to Kenya. 
The Haitian government 
is now awaiting the U.N.- 
backed deployment of a 
police force from Kenya and 
other countries. 
A person close to Conille, 
who spoke on condition of 
anonymity because he was 
not authorized to speak to 
the media, told The Asso- 
ciated Press on Saturday 
night that he was with the 
prime minister when he no- 
ticed Conille, who he said is 
asthmatic and sometimes 
uses an inhaler, appeared 
to have trouble breathing. 
The person said he called 
high-ranking officials and 
told them Conille needed 
to be taken to the hospital. 
Conille appeared to be 
in good spirits in the video 
released Sunday, where 
he sported a purple shirt 
and spoke against a back- 
ground of trees and bushes. 
"I hope that by early next 
week we can have a gov- 
ernment in place," he said. 
"I am doing everything we 
can so we can get out of 
this crisis."q

North Korea flies trash-carrying balloons to South Korea in another 
retaliation against leafletting

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) — 
North Korea flew hundreds 
of trash-carrying balloons to 
South Korea again in its third 
such campaign since late 
May, the South's military said, 
just days after South Korean 
activists floated their own bal- 


loons to scatter propaganda 
leaflets in the North. 
North Korea has so far sent 
more than 1,000 balloons to 
drop tons of trash and ma- 
nure in the South in retaliation 
against South Korean civilian 
leafletting campaigns, add- 
ing to tensions between the 
war-divided rivals amid a dip- 


lomatic stalemate over the 
North's nuclear ambitions. 
In response, South Korea sus- 
pended a 2018 tension-easing 
agreement with North Korea. 
The move allows the South to 
restart live-fire military exer- 
cises and anti-North Korean 
propaganda loudspeaker 
broadcasts in border areas, 
actions that are certain to an- 
ger North Korea and prompt 
it to take its own retaliatory 
military steps. 
South Korea's Joint Chiefs of 
Staff said it detected the North 
launching around 330 bal- 
loons toward the South since 
Saturday night and about 80 
were found in South Korean 
territory as of Sunday morning. 
The military said winds were 
blowing eastward on Saturday 
night, which possibly caused 
many balloons to float away 
from South Korean territory. 
The South's military said 


the balloons that did land 
dropped trash, including plas- 
tic and paper waste, but no 
hazardous substances were 
discovered. 
The military, which has mobi- 
lized chemical rapid response 
and explosive clearance units 
to retrieve the North Korean 
balloons and materials, alert- 
ed the public to beware of 
falling objects and not to 
touch balloons found on the 
ground but report them to 
police or military authorities. 
Saturday's balloon launches 
by North Korea were the third 
of their kind since May 28. In 
North Korea's previous two 
rounds of balloon activities, 
South Korean authorities dis- 
covered about 1,000 balloons 
that were tied to vinyl bags 
containing manure, ciga- 
rette butts, scraps of cloth, 
waste batteries and waste 
papers. Some were popped 


and scattered on roads, resi- 
dential areas and schools. No 
highly dangerous materials 
were found and no major 
damage has been reported. 
The North's vice defense 
minister, Kim Kang Il, later 
said his country would stop 
the balloon campaign but 
threatened to resume it if 
South Korean activists sent 
leaflets again. 
In defiance of the warning, a 
South Korean civilian group 
led by North Korean defec- 
tor Park Sang-hak, said it 
launched 10 balloons from 
a border town on Thursday 
carrying 200,000 anti-North 
Korean leaflets, USB sticks with 
K-pop songs and South Ko- 
rean dramas, and $1 U.S. bills. 
South Korean media reported 
another activist group also 
flew balloons with 200,000 
propaganda leaflets toward 
North Korea on Friday.q

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Unique fauna of Aruba 


For a small island, Aruba sure has 
a lot of unique treasures. Among 
these, we have some subspecies 
of animals that are unique to our 
island. These have evolved to per- 
fectly adapt to our desert climate 
and make Aruba their home. At the 
same time, they are part of what 
makes Aruba truly one of a kind. 


Cascabel (rattlesnake, Crotalus 
durissus unicolor) 
According to the Arikok National 
Park, Aruba knows two kinds of 
snakes, the Santanero and the 
Cascabel. The cascabel belongs to 
the rattlesnake family. The casca- 
bel is the only venomous snake from 
Aruba. It has a length of 65cm to 
100cm, and is about 4 to 5cm wide. 
Its color varies from light brown to 
grey-brown, and its underbelly is 
white. On its back there are marks 
that are a little darker, in the shape 
of diamonds. 


Its reproduction is oviparous, mean- 
ing the offspring can hatch from 
their eggs just before, during or im- 
mediately after laying. 


The cascabel lives mainly in the 
Arikok National Park. It likes to live 
in dark places, and is thus found hid- 
den among the limestone rocks and 
under stones. As a defense mecha- 
nism, the cascabel uses its rattle as 
a warning, and it is not an aggres- 
sive animal. 


The cascabel feeds on lizards, small 
mammals such as rats and mice. 
It paralyzes or kills its prey with its 
venom, which is injected through 
a bite. The enemies of the casca- 
bel are donkeys, goats, humans 
and cars. Humans are the biggest 
enemy of the cascabel, as they kill 
them and destroy their habitat for 
urbanization. 


Shoco (burrowing owl, Athene cu- 
nicularia arubensis) 
The shoco is a small bird which is sel- 
dom seen. They are active during 
the day but are more active later 
in the day and at night for hunting. 


These owls have very good night vi- 
sion and very good hearing. 
The shoco is the national symbol of 
Aruba. 


The shoco has about 20cm of length, 
and the females are slightly heavier 
than the males. They are light brown 
in color, with many white spots. The 
belly of the Shoco is either white 
or light brown, and the shoco has 
striking yellow eyes. Its beak is yel- 
low/green. Young owls do not have 
white spots and are lighter in color. 
The nest of the shoco is a burrow 
in the ground. If the shoco cannot 
find a burrow, it will dig one in soft 
soil. The shoco lays one or two eggs 
every other day until all the eggs 
are laid – a shoco can lay up to four 
eggs. The first owlets hatch after 
three to four weeks. The shoco owl 
takes care of the owlets for three 
months until they leave the nest. 
Only a few owlets survive. 


The owlrs dig burrows in the ground 
with low grass vegetation. An owl 
can live up to nine years. 


Its defense mechanism is simply to 
fly away or retreat to its burrows. 
They eat mostly insects, mice and 
lizards, and the main threats to their 
survival are boas – an invasive spe- 
cies introduced by humans as pets 
– and humans through destruction 
of their habitat. 


Prikichi 
(parakeet, Aratinga pertinax) 
The Prikichi is the national bird of 
Aruba. On Aruba, Bonaire, and Cu- 
raçao, parakeets can be found, but 
each of the three islands has a dif- 
ferent breed. The Yellow-shouldered 
Amazon parakeet that we have 
on Aruba is also found along the 
coast of Venezuela. Unfortunately, 
there is interbreeding between the 
breeds due to cage birds from, for 
example, Curaçao being released 
on Aruba. The parakeet popula- 
tion on Aruba is in danger due to 
extensive deforestation occurring 
on the island because of the grow- 
ing population. 


The prikichi weighs between 90 to 
100 grams. It has a greenish-brown 
head with some yellow around the 
eye. The back and wings of the 
parakeet are dark green, and the 
underside of the body is a lighter 
shade of green. There is also a bit 
of blue in the wings. The parakeet's 
beak is gray/black. 


Parakeets often use termite nests as 
breeding sites. Parakeets are found 
in all natural environments (mondi) 
of the island. It defends itself by fly- 
ing away and loud cries. Parakeets 
eat seeds from the pods of the Kwihi 
tree, Divi Divi, and columnar cactus. 
They also consume natural fruits. Its 
main predators are boa constric- 
tors, humans. 


Conew (cottontail rabbit, Sylvila- 
gus floridanus nigronuchalis) 
The Eastern Cottontail rabbit (Syl- 
vilagus floridanus) was probably 
brought over to the island by In- 
dian settlers thousands of years 
ago as a source of food. This rab- 
bit, locally known as Conew, has 
spread all over the island and has 
become part of our ecosystem. The 
very adaptable Conew can live in 
a wide variety of habitats, includ- 
ing Aruba’s xeric scrublands, where 
it typically grazes on weeds and 
grasses. 


The Aruban Conew has a brownish 
grey color and a distinctive white 
belly. This white fur extends to the 
bottom of the tail which becomes 
visible as the rabbit runs. These rab- 
bits can grow up to approximately 
40 centimeters in length over their 


short lifespan of 3 years. Cottontail 
rabbits reach reproductive maturi- 
ty when they are just 2 to 3 months 
old. A female rabbit, called a doe, 
finds a suitable nest spot under a 
shrub or rocks and lines it with fur. 
She can have an average of 3 to 4 
litters per year averaging 5 young 
each. The doe only visits her young 
once or twice a day to nurse her 
babies for a period of 2 to 3 weeks. 
The young reach independence at 
4 to 5 weeks. 


The Aruban Conew is an endan- 
gered species and protected by 
Aruban law. The Conew is thought 
to have drastically declined due 
to an increase in human activities, 
habitat fragmentation and preda- 
tion by the invasive Boa constric- 
tor as well as feral cats and dogs. 
However, recently there seem to 
be more rabbit sightings in rural and 
wilderness areas and also in the Na- 
tional Park. This could be linked to a 
recent decline of the invasive Boa 
population after the long period of 
drought. As the Conew can repro- 
duce very quickly, a short break in 
predation pressure can lead to a 
fast increase of rabbits. Sadly, the 
Boas are back on the rise again with 
the truly wet rainy seasons we have 
recently experienced. This could 
cause a new decline in the Conew 
population that was just starting to 
recover. 


These are but a few of Aruba’s 
beautiful inhabitant, which we 
must all contribute to protect.

Visit the island’s hidden natural pools 


(Oranjestad)—Amongst the 
countless beaches surround- 
ing the island that are well- 
known and frequently visited, 
there are an additional two 
“hidden” natural pools that 
are situated in the northern 
coast of the island, two ideal 
stops in your tour itinerary. 


Conchi (Natural Pool) 
For many years, Conchi was 
the only natural pool that we 
had on the island. Located 
in the Arikok National Park, 
near Boca Keto and the 
Daimari Ranch, Conchi— 


also known “Cura di Turtuga 
(Turtle’s Cove) or just Natu- 
ral Pool—is reachable with 
any 4x4 vehicle or by foot 
if you’re up for a long hike. 
However, since it is part of 
the National Park, you must 
first get permission from park 
management to enter. You 
would have to purchase 
a day pass, and receive a 
wristband as proof of pay- 
ment. Once you’ve com- 
pleted that, you are set! 


If you decide to hike from 
the entrance of the Arikok 


National Park, this is also 
possible: do bring plenty 
of protective clothing and 
enough water and food—it 
could take you up to three 
hours to hike there! 
However, when you eventu- 
ally do get there, you will be 
greeted with crystal blue wa- 
ter surrounded by a natural 
rock formation that protects 
you from the wild waves on 
the other side. Though the 
pool is located on the north- 
ern side of the island (where 
the sea is largely rough and 
largely no suitable for swim- 
ming), the pool itself is very 
calm. It’s also relatively 
deep, and you can climb 
up the rocks and jump in! 


Cave Pool 
This relatively new pool ap- 
peared just a few years ago, 
when a part of the dried up 
coral floor broke off and cre- 
ated a partition between 
the ocean and what is now 
the natural pool that is hid- 
den there. Because it’s still 


so new, there is no official 
name for it, but most people 
just call it the cave pool. 


Just like the Conchi, the new 
natural pool is situated on 
the northern coast of Aruba. 
However, this pool is much 
easier to reach with any type 
of vehicle, and there is no 
hiking needed. This spot has 
also become a regular stop 
for touring visitors. 


When you get there, may- 
be you won’t be able to 
spot the pool immediately, 
because you will probably 
notice the moon-shaped 


lagoon where wild northern 
waves crash into each other. 
Sounds scary, but if you look 
down on your right, you’ll see 
a calm, crystal blue little pool 
in the corner. To get there, 
you have to climb down 
some stairs. Be careful when 
climbing down and follow 
the instructions of your tour 
guide if you have one. 


And just like Conchi, this pool 
also has a jumping spot, and 
a rope to climb back up the 
boulder.

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Snakes you may encounter on Aruba 


(Oranjestad)—If you have 
ever or will ever go off- 
roading on the island, you 
may encounter three types 
of snakes that are dominant 
on the island. The Cascabel, 
Santanero and Boa differ 
from each other in a couple 
ways, and local perspective 
on each one may help you 
understand what you need 
to do if you ever were to 
encounter one during your 
touring session on the island. 


Cascabel (Crotalus 
unicolor) 
The small Cascabel or Aruba 
Island Rattlesnake averages 
70 cm in length. The body 
color is often uniform gray or 
light brown. There may be 
a faint pattern of diamond 
shaped markings on the 
back. This pattern is most no- 
ticeable on younger snakes. 
The most distinctive feature 
of this snake is the rattle at the 
end of its tail which makes 
a buzzing sound when the 
snake is alarmed. Cascabels 
are shy and not aggressive, 
but their venom can be dan- 
gerous to humans. In fact, 
it’s the only venomous snake 
native to the island. It is best 
to leave this snake alone. Do 
not attempt to catch or kill it, 
as it could not only be dan- 
gerous, but this snake is also 
endemic to the island, and 
its preservation has become 
a legal mandate for all resi- 
dents and visitors. 
Cascabels hunt by waiting 
under bushes and fruiting 
trees to catch passing liz- 
ards, mice, rats, small rab- 
bits, and an occasional bird. 
This is often considered to be 
one of the rarest rattlesnakes 
in the world. The range of 
the Cascabel is restricted 
to the rugged and moun- 
tainous areas of the island 


mostly within Arikok Nation- 
al Park. The Arikok National 
Park was designated in the 
early 1980s to include most 
of the rattlesnake’s popula- 
tion, providing a safe refuge 
in which the snake can be 
protected and monitored. 
The government has also 
implemented 
outreach 
and education initiatives to 
change local perception of 
the snake and highlight its 
ecological and economic 
importance – it is now be- 
ing promoted as a national 
symbol. Arikok’s partnership 
with the Toledo zoo has safe- 
guarded the rattlesnake ex- 
situ and led to a number of 
research projects collecting 
critical data on the Casca- 
bel’s abundance, life history 
and habitat requirement to 
help guide future conserva- 
tion efforts. 


Santanero 
The slender Santanero or 
Aruban Cat-eyed Snake is 
a small fella, typically less 
than 50 cm long. This snake 


is recognizable by the large 
scales on the top of its head 
and by its pattern of dark 
brown bands alternating 
with light brown bands. The 
belly is plain white or cream 
colored without any mark- 
ings. Native as well to the is- 
land, this snake is shy and not 
aggressive. However, it has 
enlarged teeth at the back 
of its mouth and mild venom 
which is not dangerous to 
humans, but can paralyze 
small lizards and frogs. San- 
taneros are most active at 
night when they search for 
food. During the day, they 
hide under rocks or leaves. 
They frequently climb trees 
and cactus. Santaneros eat 
toads, frogs, insects, and liz- 
ards. You may find Santane- 
ros near dams during periods 
of rainy weather or crossing 
roads at night. This snake is 
found island wide. A Santan- 
ero in your garden will keep 
away the unwanted insects. 
If you encounter a Santanero 
around your garden, please 
do not harm this species. 


Boa (Boa constrictor) 
Boas are Aruba’s largest 
snakes. The longest Boa 
found on the island was 
slightly less than 3 m. New- 
born Boas average 35 cm. 
Boas are not venomous but 
are what is called constrictor 
snakes; they kill by wrapping 
themselves around a prey 
and suffocating them. The 
most distinctive feature of 
a Boa is its pattern of dark 
brown and tan blotches 
which become red toward 
the tail. The belly in white 


or cream colored with nu- 
merous black spots. Boas 
are excellent climbers and 
may be found in trees and 
cactus. Boas also hide in the 


leaves under bushes waiting 
to catch prey that pass. Boas 
catch their prey with their 
teeth and then constrict it 
in their coils. The Boa’s diet 
consists of birds, lizards, rats, 
mice, and rabbits. Large 
Boas have been known to 
eat small goats and chick- 
ens. When threatened, Boas 
will hiss loudly. 


Boas are a non-native spe- 
cies and are invasive to the 
island, risking the population 
of native lizards and birds. 
The first Boas were reported 
on the island in 1999. Since 
that time they have been 
found across the entire is- 
land in all types of habitats. 
If you ever encounter a Boa, 
please do not approach 
it. Instead, please call the 
Arikok National Park, as they 
are experienced in handling 
Boas.q 
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Did you know about...? 
The history and meaning of the Aruban florin 


(Oranjestad)—Aruba 
Today 
is 
proud to officially introduce a new 
segment called Did you know 
about…?, where we dive into some 
(historical) facts of Aruba, its cul- 
ture and way of living. In this first 
edition, we look back at the Aru- 
ban florin: its history, design and 
symbolism. 


In Aruba, we know the 5, 10, 25 
and 50 cent coins, along with the 
1 and 5 Florin coin. Aruban Flo- 
rin bills include the 10, 25, 50, 100, 
and rarely, the 200 bills. In Papia- 
mento we call our currency Florin, 
but the umbrella term for money is 
placa. Cents are called cen (pro- 
nounced: seng), both in the singu- 
lar and plural form. Most coins are 
circular and their size depend on 
their worth. However, the 50 cent 
coin is easily recognizable by their 
square shape, as is the 5 Florin coin 
by their golden color. Every coin 
has the Aruban emblem carved 
on it, with the other side displaying 
the worth of the coin. The bigger 1 
and 5 florin coins, however, con- 
tain the carving of the emblem on 
one side, while displaying the side 
profile of the Dutch king, Willem-Al- 
exander, on the other side. When 
his mother, Princess Beatrix, was 
reigning queen, it was her profile 
that was carved on the two coins. 


Outdated Aruban coins and their 
names 
In the past, Aruban coins had dis- 
tinctive names and also varied in 
worth. For example, a 5-cent coin 
was once called Dos placa; 10- 
cent coins were called debchi; 
25-cent coins were called diez 
placa and the 50-cent coin was 
once called Yotin (pronounced: 
jo-teen). We also used a distinc- 
tive coins worth 2 ½ cents, called 
placa too. However, this last coin is 
no longer in use and has become 
a relic of Aruban money. Back 
then, the 5-Florin coin used to also 
be square, but now it is circular. 


Aruban bills: their design and sym- 
bolism 
The Aruban Florin collection con- 
tains a variation of colorful bills, 
displaying incredibly detailed and 
beautiful designs that tell the story 
of Aruba on a single piece of pa- 
per. 


Prior to 2019, the Aruban Florin bills 
were relatively simpler in design 
compared to now, but still included 
beautiful designs and colors, often 
depicting local animals. These past 
designs were made by the Aruban 


artist Everino Fingal in 1990 up to 
2019. Between 1990 and 1993, the 
5 Florin coin was a bill. The Fingal 
designs also included a 500-Florin 
bill, which has now been discontin- 
ued. 


In 2019, the Central Bank of Aruba 
commissioned a new design of the 
Aruba Florin bills, this time select- 
ing artist and former art teacher, 
Nigel Matthew, to present his new 
design. Matthew kept the tradition 
of including local animals and the 
familiar colors on the bills. Howev- 
er, he included additional designs 
that represent the Aruban culture 
and link to the Indigenous inhabit- 
ants that were the first to set foot 
on the island. 


Current design and symbolism 
10 florin 
On the 10-florin bill, you can see a 
Turtuga blanco (white turtle). The 
blue color symbolizes the blue Ca- 
ribbean Sea. You can also see the 
ruins of the Bushiribana Gold Mill 
Ruins, a coral motif, and the sym- 
bols of Cas Floria (traditional Aru- 
ban house design) with a piece of 
mosaic. 


25 florin 
On this orange bill, you can see 
an Aruban medicinal plant called 
Shoshoro. The birds Trupiaal, Sho- 
co, rock drawings, and the symbols 
of Cas Floria with a piece of mo- 
saic are also depicted. There is also 


a Purun di ceramica (clay pot), in 
reference to the relics left behind 
by our indigenous ancestors. 


50 florin 
On this bill, we see the Cododo 
(blue lizard found on the ABC is- 
lands), Cangreu di tera (land crab), 
Willem III Tower, and again the 
symbols of Cas Floria with a piece 
of mosaic, as well as a beach plant 
called Banana di rif. The colors are 
pink/purple. 


100 florin 
This bill is green in color, repre- 
senting nature. Here we see the 
Yuwana (Iguana), Aloe, Toteki (liz- 
ard), the symbols of Cas Floria with 
a piece of mosaic, and a dance 
group performing the Baile di cinta 
(forkloric dance with silk ribbons). 


200 florin 
There is another bill with a value of 
200 dollars. The brown color sym- 
bolizes the earth of Aruba. Here 
we see the Dornasol and the War- 
awara—both local birds, along 
with the symbols of Cas Floria with 
a piece of mosaic, the Tuna cac- 
tus plant, and the Caha di orgel 
(folkloric instrument, used for many 
traditional songs). 


Extra fact: 
the word “florin” supposedly is 
named after the Italian city of 
Florence or it’s a reference to the 
Italian word “florino”, both expla- 
nations related to historical Italian 
currencies.q

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Climate records keep getting shattered. Here is what 
you need to know

WASHINGTON (AP) — Month 
after month, global tempera- 
tures are setting new records. 
Meanwhile, scientists and cli- 
mate policymakers warn of 
the growing likelihood that 
the planet will soon exceed 
the warming target set at the 
landmark Paris 2015 climate 
talks. 
Making sense of the run of 
climate extremes may be 
challenging for some. Here's 
a look at what scientists are 
saying. 
WHAT CLIMATE RECORDS 
HAVE BEEN BROKEN RE- 
CENTLY? 
The European Union's cli- 
mate-watching 
agency 
Copernicus declared last 
month that it was the hot- 
test May on record, mark- 
ing the 12th straight monthly 
record high. Separately, the 
World Meteorological Or- 
ganization estimated that 
there's almost a one-in-two 
chance that average global 
temperatures from 2024 to 
2028 will surpass the hoped-for 
warming limit of 1.5 degrees 
Celsius (2.7 Fahrenheit) since 
pre-industrial times that was 
agreed in the Paris talks. And 
one more: Earth warmed at 
a slightly faster rate in 2023 
than 2022, a group of 57 sci- 
entists determined in a report 
in the journal Earth System 
Science Data. 
ARE CLIMATE SCIENTISTS 
SURPRISED? 
Not really. Many climate sci- 
entists say warming trends are 


following what they have 
studied and predicted based 
on the buildup of carbon di- 
oxide from rising fossil fuel use. 
In 2023, the levels of those 
heat-trapping gases in the 
atmosphere reached historic 
highs, according to the U.S. 
National Oceanic and At- 
mospheric Administration. 
Carbon dioxide, in particular, 
which is the most abundant 
and important of the green- 
house gases produced by 
human activity, rose in 2023 
by the third-highest amount 
in 65 years of recordkeeping, 
NOAA said. 
WHAT DO THE SHATTERED 
RECORDS MEAN FOR HU- 
MANS? 
More suffering. Human-in- 
duced climate change has 
brought wild weather swings, 
increasingly unpredictable 
storms and heat waves that 
stay over a particular area 
for longer periods of time. 
An Asian heat wave this spring 
forced schools to close in the 
Philippines, killed people in 


Thailand and set records there 
and in Indonesia, Malaysia, 
the Maldives and Myanmar. 
Weeks of heat waves across 
parts of India last month also 
closed schools and killed 
people. 
Life won't end if tempera- 
tures exceed the 1.5-de- 
gree limit, but things will get 
worse, scientists say. Previous 
U.N. studies show massive 
changes to Earth's ecosys- 
tem are more likely to begin 
between 1.5 and 2 degrees 
Celsius of warming, including 
eventual loss of the planet's 
coral reefs, Arctic sea ice, 
some species of plants and 
animals — along with even 
worse extreme weather 
events that kill people and 
damage infrastructure. 
"The Paris threshold is not a 


magic number. Reaching 
that level of warming over 
a multiyear average will not 
cause a noticeable uptick in 
the impacts we're already wit- 
nessing," said Jennifer Francis, 
a scientist at the Woodwell 
Climate Research Center in 
Massachusetts. 
WHAT CAN BE DONE? 
Climate scientists are stead- 
fast that fossil fuel use must 
be phased out to stave off 
the worst consequences of 
climate change. The burning 
of fossil fuels — oil, gas and 
coal — is the main contributor 
to global warming caused 
by human activity.q

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Carlos Alcaraz tops Alexander Zverev at the French Open for his 
third Grand Slam title at age 21

PARIS (AP) — As Carlos Al- 
caraz began constructing 
his comeback in Sunday's 
French Open final, a 6-3, 
2-6, 5-7, 6-1, 6-2 victory over 
Alexander Zverev for a first 
championship at Roland 
Garros and third Grand 
Slam title in all, there arrived 
the sort of magical shot the 
kid is making a regular part 
of his varied repertoire. 
It was a running, then slid- 
ing, 
down-the-line, 
un- 
touchable forehand pass- 
ing winner that Alcaraz 
celebrated 
by 
thrusting 
his right index finger over- 
head in a "No. 1" sign, then 
throwing an uppercut while 
screaming, "Vamos!" 
No, he is not ranked No. 1 
at the moment — the man 
he beat in the semifinals, 
Jannik Sinner, makes his 
debut at the top spot on 
Monday — but Alcaraz has 
been there before and, al- 
though a "2" will be beside 
his name next week, there 
is little doubt that he is as 
good as it gets in men's ten- 
nis right now. And more ac- 
complished than any other 
man ever has been at his 
age. 
Alcaraz is a 21-year-old 
from Spain who grew up 
running home from school 
to watch on TV as country- 
man Rafael Nadal was ac- 
cumulating title after title at 
Roland Garros — a record 
14 — and he just eclipsed 
Nadal as the youngest man 
to collect major champi- 
onships on three surfaces. 
Nadal was about 1½ years 
older when he did it. 
"Now," Alcaraz told his par- 
ents, after hugging them in 
the Court Philippe Chatrier 
stands, "I am lifting this tro- 
phy in front of you." 
Alcaraz adds that one from 
the clay-court Slam to a 
collection of hardware that 
includes triumphs on hard 
courts at the U.S. Open in 
2022 and on grass at Wim- 
bledon in 2023. He is 3-0 in 
major Slam finals. 
"It's an amazing career al- 
ready. You're already a 
Hall of Famer. You already 
achieved so much — and 
you're only 21 years old," 
said Zverev, a 27-year-old 


from Germany who also 
lost the 2020 U.S. Open fi- 
nal. "Incredible player. Not 
the last time you're going to 
win this." 
Zverev exited the French 
Open in the semifinals each 
of the past three years, in- 
cluding after tearing ankle 
ligaments during the sec- 
ond set against Nadal in 
that round in 2022. Hours 
before Zverev's semifinal 
victory over Casper Ruud 
began on Friday, a Berlin 
district court announced 
that he reached an out-of- 
court settlement that end- 
ed a trial stemming from an 
ex-girlfriend's accusation of 
assault during a 2020 argu- 
ment. 
On 
Sunday 
against 
Al- 
caraz, Zverev faltered after 
surging in front by reeling 
off the last five games of 
the third set. Alcaraz's level 
dipped during that stretch 
and he seemed distracted 
by a complaint over the 
condition of the clay, tell- 
ing chair umpire Renaud 
Lichtenstein it was "unbe- 
lievable." 
But Alcaraz reset and ran 
away with it, taking 12 of 
the last 15 games while be- 
ing treated by a trainer at 


changeovers for an issue 
with his left leg. 
"I lost focus, and on my 
serve, I didn't get the pow- 
er from my legs anymore, 
which is weird. Because 
normally I do not get tired. 
I don't cramp," Zverev said. 
"Against Carlos, it's a differ- 
ent intensity." 
No. 3 seed Alcaraz and 
No. 4 Zverev were making 
their first appearance in a 
French Open final. Indeed, 
this was the first men's title 
match 
at 
Roland 
Gar- 
ros since 2004 without at 
least one of Nadal, Novak 
Djokovic or Roger Federer. 
Nadal lost to Zverev in the 
first round two weeks ago; 
Djokovic, 
a 
three-time 
champion, withdrew be- 
fore the quarterfinals with 
a knee injury that required 
surgery; Federer is retired. 
There were some jitters at 
the outset. Zverev started 
the proceedings with a pair 
of double-faults — walking 
to the sideline to change 
rackets after the second, 
as though the equipment 
was the culprit — and 
eventually got broken. Al- 
caraz lost serve immedi- 
ately, too, framing a fore- 
hand that sent the ball into 


the stands — something he 
did on a handful of occa- 
sions — and double-fault- 
ing, trying a so-so drop shot 
that led to an easy winner 
for Zverev, then missing a 
backhand. 
Let's just say they won't be 
putting those initial 10 min- 
utes in the Louvre. A lot 
of the 4-hour, 19-minute 
match was patchy, littered 
with unforced errors. 
Alcaraz managed to come 
out strong in the fourth set, 
grabbing 16 of the first 21 
points to move out to a 4-0 
edge. The fifth saw more of 
the same. 
Just like he did against 
Zverev, Alcaraz overturned 
a deficit of two sets to one 
against Sinner, making him 
the first man to capture 
the French Open by do- 
ing that in each of the last 
two matches since Manolo 
Santana — also from Spain 
— pulled off the trick in 
1961. 
Returning 
serves 
from 
way back, before moving 
close to the baseline as 
points progressed, Alcaraz 
showed off all of his consid- 
erable skills. The drop shots, 
the artful half-volleys, the in- 
timidating forehands deliv- 


ered aggressively and ac- 
companied by a loud, one- 
syllable grunt that sounded 
like "Eh!" at times and "Uh!" 
at others. Alcaraz finished 
with 27 forehand winners, 
20 more than Zverev. 
Not bad for a guy who ar- 
rived in Paris saying he was 
afraid to hit his forehand at 
full force because of a re- 
cent forearm injury. He said 
Sunday that there were "a 
lot of doubts" and he was 
forced to limit his practice 
time. 
In the fifth set, under con- 
stant pressure from Alcaraz, 
Zverev played a poor game 
that included two miscues 
plus a double-fault, help- 
ing Alcaraz move in front 
at 2-1. The next game was 
pivotal and showed the grit 
and gumption that already 
have become hallmarks of 
Alcaraz's style. 
Zverev 
— 
who 
argued 
about one line call in that 
game, saying, "There's no 
way!" — would hold a to- 
tal of four break points. He 
failed to convert any. Al- 
caraz didn't let him. After 
dismissing those chances, 
Alcaraz wrapped up the 
game to lead 3-1 with a 
drop-shot winner. 
The crowd roared. Alcaraz 
held his left index finger 
to his ear while waving his 
racket and nodding, seek- 
ing even more noise. It 
arrived. He would break 
again for 5-2, then served 
it out and dropped onto his 
back, caking his shirt with 
clay — just as Nadal often 
did 
after 
championship 
point. 
Alcaraz first learned to play 
tennis on the rust-colored 
surface, although he says 
he prefers hard courts. Al- 
caraz says he dreamed 
long ago of adding his own 
name to the list of Span- 
ish men to win the event, 
including his coach, 2003 
champion Juan Carlos Fer- 
rero. 
And those red-and-yellow 
Spanish flags that became 
such an annual fixture at 
Chatrier in the era of Nadal 
were there again Sunday, 
this time to support Alcaraz. 
The difference? The cries 
of "Ra-fa! Ra-fa!" are now 
"Car-los! Car-los!"q

(AP) — Sergei 
Bobrovsky turned the puck 
over on the first shift and 
recovered. He lost his stick 
for 30 seconds at one point 
and still made saves. Con- 
nor McDavid put six shots 
on net, and none of them 
went in. 
Bobrovsky put on a mas- 
terclass against McDavid 
and every other player 
who dared test him and 
his teammates pounced 
when given the chance. 
As a result, the Florida Pan- 
thers are off and rolling in 
the Stanley Cup Final. 
With the goalie everyone 
simply calls "Bob" unbeat- 
able in stopping all 32 shots 
he faced from every angle 
and in every situation in 
one of the most memo- 
rable playoff goaltending 
performances 
in 
recent 
history and thanks to goals 
from 
Carter 
Verhaeghe 
and Evan Rodrigues, the 
Panthers beat the Edmon- 
ton Oilers 3-0 on Saturday 
night in Game 1 of the 
NHL's best-of-seven cham- 
pionship series. 
"It's fun to play those guys, 
those elite guys and it's 
a fun atmosphere," Bo- 
brovsky said. "I am just alive 
for the opportunity, and I 
enjoy every second of it." 
Chants of "Bobby! Bobby!" 
repeated themselves over 
and over as Bobrovsky 
turned 
aside 
multiple 
breakaways, stopped Mc- 
David when the reigning 
and three-time MVP went 
into turbo mode and flew 
all around and outside the 
crease to make Florida's 
net an impenetrable for- 
tress. 
Bobrovsky, 
a 
two-time 
Vezina Trophy winner for 
his stellar regular-season 
play registered his sec- 
ond shutout of this run and 
third in the playoffs over 
his 14-year career. Thanks 
to him, the Panthers have 
a lead in the Cup final for 
the first time in franchise 
history and are now three 
wins away from hoisting 
hockey's hallowed trophy 
for the first time. 
It didn't even matter that 
they were outshot 32-18. 


Back in the final for a sec- 
ond consecutive season 
and healthier and more 
prepared for the moment 
than in the five-game loss 
to Vegas a year ago, Flor- 
ida 
showed 
experience 
on this stage does mat- 
ter, handling pressure and 
tense moments throughout 
like most of its players have 
been here before. 
"We kind of know what it 
takes this year," Verhae- 
ghe said. "We know how 
challenging it is, the ups 
and downs of playoffs and 
the grind of it.
